If she has the 
smallest ache in any part of her body, or the 
Slightest feeling of languor, the whole house- 
hold is upset, and for a few hours everything 
IB in tho wildest state of confusion, while the 
victim—for she certainly is a victim to her 
worrying disposition—imagines herself a hun- 
dred times more ill than she is, and dies many 
time* before she really dies once.

underfeeding themselves. 
Whether it is 


from carelessness, from a general indiffer- 
ence to food, or on account of having no ap- 
petite, or because they are too busy to give 
the time to eat the proper quantity that their 
•yrtem demands, many women are underfed, 
and the result is felt in both mind and body. 


Many women really live on two meals a 


day, taking only a cup of tea and a slice oi 
bread and butter at noon. They say it is aU 
they require and all they want; they could 
not eat anything more. But they deceive 
themselves, for this is not true. It may be 
that they do not want to eat more; but if so, 
it is because they have not been properly 
trained. Eating is a matter of training as 
much as anything else, and as the system re- 
quire* a considerable amount of food to keep 
tie general health up to the proper standard, 
women should be trained to eat a sufncieni 
quantity of wholesome food at regular hours. 
Three meals a day, or even four, are not too 
much for some women, and meat twice a day 
is indispensable to good health. Underfeed- 
ing cannot be too severely condemned. Ii 
weakens the system, making the victim liable 
to an innumerable list of ailments, such as 
•ore throat, backache and neuralgia, beside* 
many other ills which, when once f ostenec 
on the system, are difficult to get rid of.— 
Pew York Star.

some degree by the largo quantity of air amid 
their frozen particles. Snow-flakes contain 
about nine times as many volumes of air, en- 
tangled, so to speak, anAcg flieir crystals, as 
they contiin water. Very fine and lightly 
deposited snow occupies about twenty-four 
times as much space as water, and is from 
ten to twelve times lighter than an equa: 
bulk of that fluid.—Now York Telegram.

BBFTTNOTNG BAILBOAD BONDS. 


The; Chicago Tiibnn* say§ it is reported 


that tbe Chicago, Milwaukee and St Paul 
Railroad baa arranged to refund all its 
bond, drawing 5, 6, and 7 per cent, and 
iMM instead a long term 4 per cent, con- 
solidated bond. According to the report 
th» new bonds are to rnn 100 years, and 
the company will effect a saving of $1,000,- 
000, or more annually in filed charges. 
A number of ro»3s haw recently refunded 
their 6 and 7 per ceni. bonds and issued 
long term tour per cents., and there would 
Mem to be no good reason Why the St. 
Paul should not make snob an arrange- 
ment to the advantage of the company and 
tbe holders of it» securities. In fact it-is 
altogether likely there will be a general re- 
funding of the old railroad bends beftriog a 
higher rate of interest than money is now 
•worth. 
A good, reliable railroad bond 


should not draw more than four per cent. 
Few roads can really afford to pay more. 
Money invested in a thoroughly £Ood se- 
cnri'y is not worth more than that. Many 
roads hard pressed to pay fixed charges, 
will force their creditors to accept long 
term four per cent bonds, which are really 
better than short 6 or 7 per cents. 
There 


is an abundance of money in tbe country 
eagerly seeking safe investment at loot psr 
eeut., «od theratlrokds cannot be expeotad 
to go on paying nearly double tbe ordinary 
interest rate. By refunding their bunds 
tb*y oan make great suvings in filed charges 
aud so st»nd the redaction in freight rates 
brought about by the Inter-State Commerce 


Act. 
It was l»ri!«ly because of the ability 


of the riil'.roa Is to refuml their bonds and 
reduce fixed charges from a fourth to one 
half that cheaper rates are demanded and 
secured for lie public. A reduction of 
freight rates Tas inevitable, and there is no 
likelihood the old high rates will ha restor- 
ed. With a stricter and batter enforce- 
ment of the Inter-State Aot it is probabl 
further redactions will be required. 
The 


best thing the railroads cac do is to refund 
their bonds and gat their interest charge 
reduced to the prevailing rate.

This company 
reposes to dig a ditch. Irom Galena Cretk, 
o carry water from that point, as wtll as

ower Waihoe Lake. The ditch will ba 
og on tho line of the old original Atohison 
arvey made for water from Galena to 
Washoe City in the early days, the ditch 


> ba between three and four miles io 
iDgtb. At the lower end of the lake, near 


Wasboe City, a dam forty feet in length 


•ill be constructed, and of sufficient hight 
o raise the water six feet and back it up 
ve miles so that its waters will connect 
ith those of the upper lake. The surface 
f the lower lake covers 7,000 "acres and 
his additional water will irrigate 7,000 
lore in the immediate vicinity. But the 
reat object of this scheme is to furnish 
lenty of water for all the land this side of 


VTashoe City, including Steamboat Valley, 
od a section of eonntry nearly to Glen- 
ale, four miles east of Reno. It will also 
over more land than can be reached by 


.i 
Trockee and Steamboat ditch, and 


•hen pat through will bring hundreds of 
cres of new land under cultivation. It is 
ilifcved that the quantity of water gath- 
red and stored will furnish 6,000 inches 
o Steamboat Valley and the other lands it 
will reach dnring the iriigating eeaicn. 
Aside from the vast benefits for agrica!- 
ural purposes the creation of a storage 
eservoir out of Wasboe Lake will make, it 
ill also be valuable for milling purposes 
n case developments are m*de in that 
mineral bearing country. The new com- 
iany is indebted to the generosity of 1'heo.

[ have been here three years, and a kinder 
and more humane man than Dr. Bishop, 
tha Sapt., does not exist in any Insane 
Asylum in tbo United States, and any 
brutal treatment, or even the striking of a 
patient, is cause for immediate removal of 
an attendant or officer. As to clothes, 
they are the same as I wore for JOTS— 
brown canvass, lined, warm and comfort- 
able. All patients aro bathed weekly, anc 
clean, canton flannel underclothes donned 
plenty of good food, veil cooked. In the 
case of Billy Bane, who eloped one year 
ago, he was confined in "G." Ward, i 
ward where patients who are incapable o 
keeping clean in themselves, and conse 
quently are separate from others; bn 
otherwise their treatment is the same, aoc 
their clothes, from flUIiy habits, are older 
but always clean. 


I am led thus to write you, that friends o 


patienta need have no fear of their bein 
badly treated in the Asylum while unde 
the present management. I see them al 


aily, and therefore wish to counteract th 
ad inflnenca that such uncalled for an 
ntruthfn! reports must necessarily came 
hen published and scattered broadcast 
ver the State.
